Moreove?, the historical development of our 
local government had resulted in a structure 
of' extreme dnd cumbersome complexity. 
Within the city limits there are to be found— 
besides the city and cyunty government and 
the sanitary district—the whole or part of 
eleven townships and 2 number of park dis- 
tricts, some so obscure that it is difficult to 
discover evidence of their existence, in all 
nearly. twenty different taxing bodies, some 
of them superimposed upon one another. 
Notwithstanding the multiplicity of these 
bodies, the revenues of the city had become 
manifestly inadequate and the limitations of 
‘the constitution made it impossible for the 
city to effect needed permanent improve- 
ments by borrowing money and issuing 
bonds. The per capita bonded indebtedness 
and the per capita tax rate in Chicago are 
smaller than in any of the other large Ameri- 
can citi@g with which !t may be legitimately 
compar Taking the bonds of al! the local 
"governments in the city together, the per 
capita indebtetiness is $26, while in Boston it

The object last named was accomplished 
at the first session of the legislature after 
the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ment, in 1905, when the municipal courts act 
was passed.

Near- 
ly two months were thereafter spent in 
working out and revising the draft of the 
charter, and this draft was again discussed 
by the convention as a whole in a few ses- 
sions, and thus the final form was agreed 
upon in which the bill was to be presented in 
the legislature. 

It can be safely asserted that no legislation 
ever enacted in Illinole was conceived or 
started under fairer auspices or subjected to 
more careful scrutiny in its initial stages. 

While the bill was introduced in the legis- 


‘lature early in March, it was not taken up 


seriously until after the spring elections. 

The bill received prolonged and thorough 
discussion in the house committee, which, 
however, recommended only few changes, 
and those on points on which legislative dis- 
sent had been anticipated.

will continue on to Milwaukee on the same 


schedule. 

The Northwestern road cannot possibly af- 
ford to operate its trains with any such fre- 
quency and it is the hope of the trolley pro- 
moters that travelers wéll be brought to see 
the advantage of taking a car in the heart of 
one city and being landed in the heart of 
another, at intervals so short that the aver- 
age business man can continue his work 
without bothering his brain with train sched- 
ules or consulting time tables. 

It has been found elsewhere that this is the 
determining factor in bujlding up the inter- 
urban trolley service. People get into the 
habit of discarding theif time tables and of 
forgetting that they have to) arrange all of 
their affairs during the day to meet the 
exigency of a particular train on a suburban 
steam road. Instead of that the interurban 
system teaches the traveler at each end.of 
the line, as well as.at the intermediate points, 
to pick up a trolley car much as he would 
in the city. 

To fix this fact firmly in the minds of the 
travelers, the Milwaukee electric line, as it 
will be observed, has merely split up the hour 
into halves, quarters, and eighths, sg that 
the leaving time of the three classes 6? trains 
can be readily determined gt any station in 
any direction without reference to a time 
table. " 


Big Profit in Package Freight. 


_ Strictly speaking, the electric line north 
from the city is not an ideal interurban prop- 
osition. It is really a suburban electric road 
except for the traffic which may be worked 
up between Chicago, .Waukegan, Kenosha; 
Racine, and Milwaukee. For the first thirty 
miles out of Chicago the road traverses the 
best suburban district in this vicinity and 
the one which seems likely to iead all others 
as a wealthy residence district, if not. in 
population. There is little or no agricultural 
country along the line of the road, but it is 
in a position where it is likely to benefit large- 
ly from the development of the business of 
transporting package freight. 

The United States Express company has 
been quick to seize upon this avenue of com- 
munication between Chicago and Milwaukee 
and it is said that the company is assured 
of a profit at the.start of not less than $25,000 
for the express business this year with pros- 
pects largely in excess of that for the fu- 
ture. Pi 

Financiers are always interested in the 
money side of a railroad, because no matter 
how large its business may be, nor how great 
a conveniencé the line may be for the public, 
it must be a moneymaker to be really suc- 
cessful. According to the last statement of 
this road the net earnings for 1906 were $531,- 
605, while the interest charges were $330,- 
a leaving a surplus for the year of $201,- 


The net income was all practically earned 
on the line from Evanston to Kenosha, as 
the extension to Racine was not opened 
until late in the fall. The estimated net 
earnings for 1907, according to the prospec- 
tus of the company, are $870,000, and for 
1908, $1,200,000, making the surplus for the 
latter year $600,000. 


Road Has Big Possibilities. 


There is already running a cutoff west 
from Lake Bluff to Rockefeller, just west of 
Libertyville, thus giving the line a total 
length at present of ninety-three, miles of 
main double track. A branch is to run from 
the main line from Waukegan to Fox Lake 
and from Kenosha west to Lake Geneva, just 
tapping two of the most popular summer re- 
sorts in the middle west. By running 
through cars over these extensions an ‘enor- 
mous passenger traffic is sure to be devel- 
oped during the summer months, and the 
company is depending upon ice and milk-in 
the winter to make up the deficit in the pas- 
senger business. .

has threatened to discharge the entire first 
year class unless the “silent treatment ” of 
Cadet Bock, a Chicago boy, is stopped. Col. 
Howze declares “silent treatment” is a 
variation of the prohibited hazing. 

There have been many and exacting de- 
mands under the term of corps morale or 
esprit de corps at West ®oint, but none so 
unusual as this order, issued two days ago, 
which promises to entirely eliminate the new 
class of this year. 

Young Bock was hazed by a classmate from 
Georgia, Cadet Sherman, but the hazing 
was so mild that when Bock reported it the 
entire yearling class turned against him and 
began the “silent treatment,”’ They con- 
tinued it to such an extent that Col. Howze 
deemed it proper to come to Bock’s rescue. 


The story from West Point is that Sher- 
man “ braced "’ Bock—that is, made him, at 
command, straighten out his body and 
throw back his shoulders. Aside from the 
indignity of being compelled to do anything 
that he was told to do in the regular chan- 
nel of orders, this form of hazing is con- 
sidered puerile at the military academy. 

When the Chicago cadet strode to the 
quarters of the commandant and reported 
Sherman there was no end of indignation in 
his dwn class. They began the “ silent treat- 
ment.” ot a man of the class would speak 


parade calls, or atany time. Then the other 
classes took up the matter, and administered 
the same treatment. 

When it became unbéarable the young man 
uttered his complaint, or some of his people 
at home uttered it for him. 


Boy Who Hazed Punished. 

_ As for Sherman, who had been reported by 
Bock, he was starting the longest and bit- 
terest punishment for himself ever known 
to have been given to a cadet outside of dis- 
honorable discharge. The father of one of 
the young men at West Point said today that 
the Georgian had extra hours of duty on post 
of two and a half hours each for every 
Wednesday and Saturday, to last until 
March next year.’ The Georgian is shoulder- 
ing his gun and doing his tours, but the 
‘silent treatment” is still being adminis- 
tered to Bock. 

Col. Howze’s order is that this treatment 
of Bock must cease. In the two days that 
this order has been in force, Bock has been 
treated with contempt. In the last two 
weeks the cadets have been on practice 
march, but even in camp, under a “ dog” 
tent or in the long “‘ at ease ’’ marches of the 
day, the man who reported Sherman has not 
Been spoken to at any time. 


ATTEMPT ON LIFE OF COUNT

Several persons rushed 
into the room. The count was found lying 
on the floor bleeding from several wounds.

The count was taken to the hospital, where 
he was operated upon. and is expected to re- 
cover. 
Naumos was arrested at Verona, on the 
Milan express. He confessed to the attempt 
on Kamarowski's life. He said he had gone 
expressly to Venice for the purpose of set- 
tling a most delicate question with the count. 

No Attempt on Francis Joseph. 

VIENNA, Sept. 5.—It is officially stated 
that there is mo truth in the reports of the 
attempted assassination of Emperor Francis 
Joseph. An old peasant, carrying a cane, 
attempted to approach the emporer for the 
purpose of presenting a petition, which led 
to some confusion and the circulation of the 
rumor that an attempt had been made on the 
life of his majesty.

ALARMS FRANCE. 


Growing Fear of Trouble with 
Germany Looms Large 
on Horizon. 


MUST SEND BIG ARMY 


Diplomats Fear Algeciras Treaty 
', Must Be Ignored Before the 
Moors Are’ Whipped. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—The itmbrogtio with the 
natives of Morocco is entering upon a new 
phage, in which trouble for France is looming 
large on the horizon. 

France is just awakening to the serlous- 
ress of the general situation im Morocco and 
the possibility of its leading France into 
diplcmatic difficulties with the other powers 
of Europe, notably Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Then there is the apparently growing ne- 
ceseity of increasing the size of the French 
force on the Moroccan coast, while the press 
is calling attention to the difficulty of keep- 
ing Within the termsof the Algeciras convei- 
tion. | 

The call to convoke parliament to discuss 
and decide what course the nation should 
pursue is becoming more insistent. There 
is a growing feeling that the important de- 
cisions in the matter of France’s policy in 
Morocco should not be left entirely to the 
members of the cabinet, 


Call It Real War. 


The seriousness of the fighting of Tuesday, 
in which Maj. Prevost of the foreign legion 
was killed, further details of which are pub- 
lished today, has brought home to the French 
people a comprehension of the persistent re- 
sistance of. the Moors and a realzation that 
| France may be only at the threshold of a 

protracted campaign that may easily prove 
~costly in lives and money. 

The situation is now referred to asa “war” 
and no longer, as heretofore, as an “ expedi- 
tion of pacification.” 

No other power yet has been drawn into the 
difficulty, but Germany is watching the prog- 
ress of events in Morocco more closely eveTy 
day, and as it becomes apparent that the sit- 
uation there is not improving it is intimated 
in Berlin that the Algeciras convention, un- 
der the terms of which France and Spain are 
acting in Morocco, prescribes eertain limita- 
tions, and that France is approaching the 
bounds beyond which she should not go with- 
out first obtaining the special permission of 
the powers. 


: Faith in Both Sultans.

Firm of Watson & Co. of New 
York City Hit by Slump 
in Hill Stocks, - 


ASSETS MAY' PAY DEBTS. 


Huge Profits on Wheat Wiped 
Out in Effort to Recoup 
Losses in Street.

New York, Sept. 5.—[Special.]—With lia. | 
bilities which may reach §5,000,000 the grain | 


and stock brokerage house of Watson & Co., 
24 Broad street, was forced to make an as- 
signment todaye W. Frank Newell was 
named as assignee. 

The assets are known to be large and a 
statement from representatives of the com- 
pany that it will pay all ereditors in fui is 
generally credited in banking circles. 

The direct cause of the failure is believed 
to be the heavy shrinkage in vaiue of what 
are known as the Hill stocks. The firm was 
known as a Hill house, because it dealt chiefly 
in Hill stocks—Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific. 

In addition to its Broad street office the firm 
had a branch in Fifth avenue, this city, and 
in Duluth, Hot Springs, Minneapolis, and 
Winnipeg. It was a member of the stock, 
produce, cotton, and coffee exchanges in this 
city; the Chicago stock exchange, the‘ Cn!- 
cago board of trade, andthe Minneapolis 
chamber of commerce, It did a large busi- 
ness in grain and stocks for northwestern cus- 
tomers and was accounted one of the most 
bmportant wire houses of the city. 


Crop Expert in Firm. 

The firm was organized in 1901 and was 
composed of Henry P. (‘‘Hal’’) Watson, Louis 
T. Watson, C. E. Anderson, and H. V. Jones, 
the noted crop expert, whose opinions and 
estimates generally had effect in the shaping 
of market values. Jones was known as 
“ Calamity Jones’ among speculators who 
lost by going contrary te his predictions. He 
was formerly publisher of the Commercial 
West, a publication devoted to the grain in- 
terests, and the accuracy of his estimates of 
the crop yields brought him into friendly re- 
lations with James J. Hill, who thought well 
of him as acrop expert. He had the benefit 
of thé observations of ‘“‘ Jim ’”’ Hill's men all 
over the northwest. Consequently the firm 
got its crop advices at first hand, thereby 
having a great advantage over other trading 
houses. A son of James J. Hill denied today, 
however, that he had an account with the 
firm. 


Hit by Stock Slump. 

Herbert B. Shoemaker, attorney for as- 
signee Newell, said today that the firm sus- 
tained no losses whatever from its operatidns 
ir. the wheat market, but that profits had 
been gained for all its customerg who dealt 
in grain. The principal losses, he said, at- 
crued from the slump in the high priced 
siocks—Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
and others. The failure was not even pre- 
cipitated hy this week’s decline in wheat. 

Another represemtative of the firm said 
that the immediate reason for the failure 
was the insistence of large customers of the 

_ firm, many of them men with large profits in 
wheat, on closing out their accounts and se- 
curing their profits. A canvass of the assets 
of the firm, it was said, showed that it would 
be unable to pay all customers, large and 
small alike, and it was deemed advisable to 
assign in order that all might be treated on 
the same basis. This representative inferred 
that the firm had for months had a long 

.Wwaiting Hst. A large number of customers 
who made paper profits through it by taking 
the short side of the market had been com- 
pelied to wait in the hope that the firm might, 
retrieve its fortunes. . 

Announcement of the failure on the stock 
exchange had been discounted by the trad- 
ers, many of whom had a warning of it. 
Prices advanced as soon as the news became 
known, speculators for the decline being 
compelled to buy at higher prices in order 
to fill their'earlter contracts to sell. 

On the grain market there was a decline of 
2 cents per bushel upon the announcement 
of the failure, but this was recovered later in 
the day.

RECEIVER FOR TROLLEY LINE 


Action Protects Central Illinois 
Road Against Damage Suits. 


SEQUEL TO WRECK HORROR. 


Judge Grosscup of Chicago One of the 
Principal Stockholders. 


Mattoon, I!1., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—The Mat- 
toon City railway and the Central Llinols 
Traction company were put in the hands of 
a receiver today. The application was made 
by the Colonial Trust and Savings bank of 
Chicago, and Judge Craig of the Circuit 
court named W. T. Avey, cushier of the Mat- 
toon Savings bank, receiver. 

While the receivership was granted on a 
judgment for $5,150 confessed by the com- 
panies in Charleston, the county seat, this 
afternoon and held by the Colonial Trust 
company,-the action will act as a protection 
to the Central Llinois Traction company. 
the interurban line between here and 
Charleston, against damage suits which are 
expected to be filed against that company 
on account of the wreck last Friday, in which 
seventeen passengers were killed and forty- 
five injured. 


Protection in Receivership. 

In case of a property in the hands of a re- 
ceiver suits canmot be brought without the 
permission of the court, and while this is gen- 
erally granted, the receivership prevents 
trouble by making attachment suit¢é and 
other vexatious actions impossible. 

The interurban line runs from Mattoon to 
Charleston, a Gistance of fourteen miles. It 
connects with the Mattoon City railway and 
owns it. The interurban line has been con- 
sidered a profitable enterprise, but the city 
raitway hasnever made money. The Central 
‘raction company was forced to buy and 
operate it, however, under the city ordinance 
in order to get an entrance inside the munk- 
ipaility. 

‘he principal stockholders of the two com- 
panies are Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup of Chi- 
cago, and Marshall Sampesell, formerly clerk 
of his court. The companies are bonded to 
the amount of $500.000 under two mortgages, 
oné for $350,000, and one for $150,000. Under

INDO PERIL ROUSES MOB 


Foreign Mill Workers Are Driven 
from Bellingham, Wash. 


BLACKS FLEE TO CANADA. 


750 Begin Trek to Line While 400 
More Find Refuge in Jail. 


Bellingham, Wash., Sept. 5.—As the result 

of a serious race riot six badly beaten Hin- 
doos are in the hospital here, 400 frightened 
and half naked Sikhe are in jail and the 
corridors of the city hall, guarded by po- 
licemen, and somewhere between Bellingham 
and the British Columbia line are 750 natives 
of India, making their way to Canadian 
territory and the protection of the British 
flag. 
The long expected cry, “ Drive out the 
Hindoos,’ was heard throughout the city 
and along the water front late last right. 
With the police helpless and all authority 
paralyzed, a mob of 500 white men raided 
the mills where the blacks were working, 
battered down doors of lodging houses, and 
dragged the invaders from their beds, beat 
them and drove them to the city limits. 

The trouble started at C and Holly streets, 
a district of Indian lodging houses. When 
the houses were cleaned and the Indians 
starte@ on their trek for the Canadian line 
the mob swept down to the water front and 
mill after mill was visited. The white em- 
ployés joined the mob and every black man 
was hustled outside. 

Here the police suggested that the unde- 
sirables be taken to the jail. This was railed 
with delight and the blacks were hustled 
along. From this time on few were beaten, 
the bloodthirstiness of the mob having been 
satisfied during the attack on the lodging 
houses. 

The mob kept up its work along the water 
front until early this morning, when Lar- 
son’s mill at Whatcom lake was raided anda 
hundred blacks brought in from there. 

The Hindoos are all British subjects and 
their case is being placed before the British 
authorities.

Official Measurement of Fast 
Boat Raises Question of 


Eligibility. :

After a delay of one year the annual compe- 
tion for the Sir John Nutting cup will be in- 
augurated today, when the first race of the 
series of three is to be sailed between the 
eighteen footers of the Chicago Yacht club. 

Three crack boats of the class are entered, 
but there is a strong possibility that only two 
of them will be eligible. When the official 
measurer of the Chieago club applied the 
tape to Dr. C. P. Pinckard’s Pequod, the fast 
little boat was found to have lengthened out 
on the waterline, and in spite of all that 
could be done it was slightly over the meas- 
urement limit of eighteen feet. The finding 
of the measurer was no surprise to those in- 
terested in the class, as last year the yacht 
had the same trouble in being brought within 
the restrictions for the Howell and Atkin 
cups. 

Ordinarily four men comprise the crew of 
each boat, but it was said last night three 
might handle Pequod in order to lighten it 
enough to measure in. If the yacht does 
compete B. M. Mills and some of the members 
of Illinois’ crew will sail it. 

There is no question as to the eligibility of 
the other two. Both are smart boats and 
evenly matched. Seminole is 31 feet overall, 
with a beam of 9.3. Bdward Rosing will be 
its skipper. Apache’s over all length is 81 
feet and its beam 8.8. A. G. Edwards will 
be the skipper. 

The series of contests are under the joint 
management of.the regatta committee, H. P 
Finney, chairman, and the Nutting cup 
committee, of which G. H. Atkin is chairman. 

Today's race will be sailed over a trian- 
gular course of six miles and the competitors 
are scheduled to make'the circuit twice. The 
starting gun will be fire at 2 o'clock. The 
board of judges consists of Commodore R. 
B. Brown of the Milwaukee Yacht club, 
Commodore Garrard Winston of the Saddle 
and Cycle club, and A. Sheldon Clark, South 
Shore Country ¢lub. 

The second contest of the series is to be 
sailed tomorrow afternoon over a windward 
and leeward course of three miles, twice 
over, while the final race is set for Monday 
around the same course as today’s contest.

This is the ,enforced extravagance of 
poverty, and it is one of the extravagances 
“the new charter will free the city from. 
The usual cause of the embarrassment or 
failure of a business concern.is the lack of 
sufficient working capital. That means 
constant borrowing and the drain of in- 
terest. The city is perpetually embar- 
rassed because it has no working capital. 
The state has, and therefore never has to 
go a-borrowing. The city would be able 
to create one after the adoption of the 
eherter. : 
“The city has to “shin” its way along 
from January to December. Because it is 
always hard up and never is sure of its 
ability to pay current debts on time, it Is 
charged, like every other uncertain debtor, 
extra high prices for al] it buys. If it 
could adopt the “pay as you go” princi- 
ple the cost of all its supplies would be 
greatly reduced. That is an economy 
which is out of the’ question now, but 
would be possible under the new charter. 
- This co@tly and humiliating dependence 
of the city government and the public 
schools upon the banks ought to cease. 
The banks are not always in a lending 
mood. ‘There have been times when they 
had to be greatly entreated. That depend-

A lovable man who count- 
ed his friends by thousands is well de 
serving of the tribute which has been 
paid him by the city and estate in which 
his career ended. 


TELL THE PEOPLE. 

Mayor Busse is right in insisting thai 
the council transportation committee re 
port progress.

It is 
important, as,the mayor says, “that im- 
proved service be afforded the public at 
the earliest date possible.” 

It is understood that there has been a 
great deal to do, and it is hoped that 
there has been a great deal done, but the 
people would be glad to have more infor- 
mation. Work has been: progressing for 
several months under the terms of the 
ordinance adopted by popular vote last

The three points— 
the. acceleration of thé: work, insistence 
upon all the rights-of-.the city, and full 
information to the public—will 
the immediate attention of the committee. 
Their prompt action wfl reflect additional 
credit upon them if it shall appear that 


| they have been diligent so far in the 


city’s interest, and, if not, the sooner it 
is known the better. 


BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. 

The mills of the gods grind slow but 
sure in San Francisco. Another rascal 
“higher up” has received his punish- 
ment. Lewis Glass, former general man- 
ager of the Pacific Telephone company, 
has been sentenced to the San Quentin 
penitentiary for five years for bribery. 

What it has. cost. to run to earth the 
band of despoilers who have grown rich 
from the graft of the western city is sug- 
gested by ‘the revelations of the article 
by George Kennan in the September num- 
ber of McClure’s Magazine. With cor- 
ruption of the rankest kind in every 
branch of the government it has been a 
difficult matter to get a start in the di- 
rection of reform. The former mayor is 
now in pNison and an ‘official of an of- 
fending company has been sentenced to 
the same enforced retirement from per- 
nicious activity. His particular crime 
was the bribery of a supervisor to vote 
against the application of a rival tele- 
phone company for a franchise. 

Mr. Kennan shows how the Home Tel- 
ephone company and the United States 
Independent Telephone company tried to 
secure franchises to dispute the monopoly 
of the Pacific Telephone company, and 
how the grafters accepted fees from 
one side to help get them in, and at the 
same time from the other side to keep 
competition eut. This telephone scandal 
was but one of a thousand in a graft 
ridden municipality. There were other 
things much worse which may or may 
not result in punishment to the offenders. 
It is somewhat encouraging to the ~-re- 
formers to get even one of the many 
people “higher up” who have ‘been 
mixed up in the corruption. , 

Things are in a desperate condition 
when earnest citizens are unable to get 
co}peration from infinential business men 
in an attempt at reform. The statement 
of Rudolph Spreckels in reporting his 
failure to organize a citizens’ committee 
for support of the movement to ferret 
out the thieves, “I can’t get fifteen men, 
I can’t get ten men, I can’t get even five 
men,” tells the story. Fear lest business 
might be injured, lest close personal 
friends might be entangled, lest prominent 
citizens “higher up”? might be caught in 
the "dragnet, kept them from coming to 
the help of justice. Under such circtim- 
stances as are described fully by Mr. 
Kennan it is a remarkable achievement 
that has resulted in the imprisonment of 
two of the criminals. The’ success in 
these cases will give encouragement for 
still further vigorous prosecutions until] 
San Francisco is redeemed from the grasp 
of the grafters who have demoralized its 
civic life.

THE ODESSA REIGN OF TERROR. 

The policy of the Russian officials, 
vacillating as regards some matters, seems 
to know no change as far as the Jews 
are concerned. They are outside the pale 
of the law as regards being  pre- 
tected, though amenable to all its pen- 
alties. Whenever bands of ruffians at- 
tack them the police and other govern- 
ment officials stand on one side, unless 
the Jews attempt to defend themselves, 
Then they intervene to punish the Jews, 

In a populous city like Odessa the 
means for the maintenance of order would 
be adequate if the officials saw fit to uae 
them. They refuse to do so when Jews 
are killed, wounded, or robbed by rioters 
who call themselves the defenders of the 
ezar and holy Russia. 

While outrages of this kind were being 
perpetrated in Odessa this week the po- 
lice refused to interfere. 
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punishment was being! unofficially in- 
flicted on some outrageous criminals. 

Nobody believes that this persistent 
harrying of the Jews is sanctioned by the 
czar. It is possible that he knows little 
about it. His prime minister does, and 
the wonder is that he does not endeavor 
to prevent gtrocities he cannot approve of, 
or to punish. the officials who allow them 
to be perpetrated. Manifestly the black 
hundreds have protectors whose power 
exceeds that of the prime minister. 

There is no occasion for surprise at the 
eagerness of the Jews to get to America. 
While they are in Russia they are living 
in the shadow of death. If they unite to 
defend themselves they give their ene- 
mies another excuse for falling upon 
them, Any moment the worst may hap- 
pen to them. -It takes strong nerves to 
stand the suspense. 

Every outbreak like that at Odessa 
simply intensifies the desire to get away 
and swells\the volume of emigration. If 
all the Russian Jews who would like to 
come lfere had the passage money there 
would not be enough vessels to hold a 
tenth of them.

ADY BEATRICE POLE CAREW, who 
is now in America, staying at Pride's 
Crossing, Mass., with the Misses.Lor- 
ing, is one of England's most famous 
beauties and the eldest daughter of 

the marquis of Ormonde, commodore of the 
royal yacht squadron and hereditary chief 
butler to the crown in Ireland. Lord Or- 
monde has no sons, and consequently his 
historic Kilkenny castle, along with the other 
entailed estates in Ireland, as well as his 
peerages and other dignities, will pass at his 
death to his brother, Lord Arthur Butler, 
married to a Chicago girl, daughter of Gen. 
Stager of the United States army, and who 
has several sons. 

Through her mother Lady Beatrice ig a 
granddaughter of the late duke of Westmin- 
ster, and her husband, Lieut, Gen. Sir Reg- 
ihald Pole Carew, used to be known as the 
best favored and most distinguished looking 
officer in the army, from which he has only 
recently retired. Indeed, Sir Reginald and 
Lady Beatrice are a remarkably comely 
couple. Their patronymic of Pole Carew is 
pronounced as if spelled “ Pool Carey,”’ and 
it is thoroughly in keeping with the topsy- 
turveydom of things in England where 
names are concerned that the well known 
Carey family in Devonshire should pronounce 
ite name as if written ‘“ Carew.” 
bes > 

Lady Beatrice is a rich woman in her own 
right, having inherited a fortune of about 
$100,000 a year, as well as several country 
seats in Ireland, from the last Lord Lismore, 
her principal home in the Emerald isle being 
Shanbally castle in Tipperary, familiar to 
every Irishman of the name of O’Callahan, 
Lord Lismore having been the chief of the 
great family of the O’Callahans, which in 
ancient times held the rank of princes in that 
part of Ireland known as Munster. 

Lady Beatrice owes her inheritance of 
Shanbally castle to the premature death of 
Lord Lismore’s only son, the Hon. George 
O’Callahan, who broke his neck while playing 
polo out in India. There he married a well 
known comedy actress, who after his death 
figured for a time on the stage as Rosina 
O’Callahan. She was the daughter of a cler- 
Syman of the name of Williams, had the 
advantage of a good education, but went on 
the stage, which she left to marry the eldest 
son of Sir Webb Follit. It was as his widow 
that she married at Umballa the Hon. George 
O'Callahan, and after a few years of mar- 
ried life he was killed while playing polo, 
leaving his widow entirely unprovided for, 
and no children. His old father, Lord Lis- 
more, who had bitterly resented the mar- 
riage and had always declined to hold any 
communication with his daughter-in-law, 
died in the following year, and had it not 
been for this unfortunate polo game Mrs. 
O’Callahan would have found herself a peer- 
ess of the realm and mistress of great en- 
tailed estates. She is now married for the 
third time to a man of the name of Algernon 
Sharp. 

I may add that she instituted proceedings 
after George O’Callahan's death, first of all 
against the late Lord Lismore to secure an 
allowance, and after his demise against his 
estate to secure an allowance therefrom, 
but in each instance she was defeated. A sim- 
ilar failure attended an attempt on the part 
of Surgeon General Daniel J. O'Callahan, 
father of Lady Irving, widow of the famous 
actor, to secure the peerage and estates of 
the last Lord Lismore as the chief of the re- 
maining O’Callahans. 
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Lady Beatrice’s other home, Antony, in 
Cornwall, belongs to her husband. Sir Reg- 
inald, who won his title in the Boer war, rep- 
resents the younger line of that ancient house 
of which Sir Henry Carew of Haccombe, in 
Devon, is the chief. The Carews are one of 
che few families now remaining that can 
trace their descent without interruption from 
the Angl®-Saxon period of English history, 
the founder of their house having been Otho, 
@ powerful English baron in the time of Ed- 
ward the Confessor. Haccombe figures in 
Doomsday Book as belonging to the Court- 
neys and came into the Carew family through 
the marriage of Joan, daughter and heiress 
of Sir Hugh Courtney, to Sir Nicholas 
Carew, the direct ancestor of Sir Henry 
Carew, the present chief of the family, and 
father of Alexander Carew, who founded the 
+” hal of Antony line, now represerited by 

Reginald Pole Carew. It is said that Sir 
Nicholas Carew won both his bride and her 
inheritance by the fulfillment of a wager that 
he would swim his horse a mile out to sea 
in Torbay and back again. In memory of 
the feat he nailed the four iron horseshoes 
worn by the horse to the great oaken door of 
the quaint old church adjoining the manor 
house, and two of the shoes remain intact to 
this day, as well as the rusted remnants of 
the other two etill fastened to the door to 
which they were nailed more than 500 years 
ago. Sir Henry Carew likewise enjoys, as 
the owner of the manor of Haccombe, exemp- 
tion from all taxation and duties by virtue 
of a royal grant to John Carew, who was 
commander of the army sent to Italy by 
King Henry VIII. and by his ally, King 
Francis I. of France, to rescue Pope Clement 
VII. from the prison in which he had been 
thrown by Emperor Charles V. of Germany.

Sir Reginald is, strictly speaking, a Carew 
through the female line, and, though the sole 
representative of the Carews of Antony in 
Cornwall, is by lineage a member of the 
Devonshire house of Pole, which plays so 
great a role in the history of England. For 
Sir John Carew of Antony left no sons, but 
only daughters, the eldest of whom, Jane 
Carew, inherited Antony and the family es- 
tates, and bequeathed them to her grandson, 
Reginald Pole, who assumed the name and 
the arms of the Carew family in addition to 
his own on succeeding to Antony. He was 
secretary of state for the home department 
in the Pitt administration during the reign 
of George III., and Gen. Sir Reginald Pole 
Carew is his greatgrandson. One of Sir Reg- 
inald's sisters, Caroline Pole Carew, married 
ten years ago Francis William Loring of 
Boston, and it is owing to this relationship 
that Lady Beatrice has come to America 
for the purpose of visiting her sister-in-law 
and the latter’s family. The present head of 
the Pole family is Sir Edmund Reginald Pole 
of Shute house, near Axminster, in Devon- 
shire, who is the tenth holder of the bar- 
onetcy created in 1628. 
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Political considerations have prompted Lord 
Grimthorpe to decline the offer of the office 
of master of the horse to the king, and in 
consequence thereof it has been tendered to 
and accepted by the young earl of Granard, 
whe is a Roman Catholic and the first mem- 
ber of that faith to occupy so high a dignity 
in the royal household and in the immediate 
entourage of the sovereign. He is by profes- 
sion a soldier, holds @ commission in the 
Scots guards, has served on the staff of Lord 
Cadogan when viceroy of Ireland, and of 
Gen. Sir Arthur Paget; went through the en- 
tire Boer campaign, and has figured in several 
special embassies to Spain, notably when he 
accompanied the prince and princess of 
Wales to Madrid for the wedding of King 
Alfonso. 

Although his earldom is an Irish one and 
his property is situated wholly in the Emer- 
ald isle, with which country his family has 
been identified for the last 300 years, yet he 
may be described as of Scottish origin, and 
as the head of the ancient Scotch house of 
Forbes, through which he claims descent 
from Robert III., king of Scotland, the first 
Lord Forbes having married Lady Elizabeth 
Douglas, daughter of Princess Mary of Scot- 
land, daughter of King Robert, by her mar- 
riage with the earl of Angus. A Sir Arthur 
Forbes settled in Ireland in 1620, obtdining 
large estates from the crown, and was killed 
in a duel at Hamburg, where he went to fight 
for King Gustavus Adolphus and for the 
cause of Protestaritism. His son, created 
earl of Granard by King Charles IL. sug- 
gested to that monarch the foundation of Kil- 
mainham hospital at Dublin.

Lord Granard is far from rich, and the sal- 
ary of $12,000 attached to the post of master 
of the horse, in addition toa number of other 
perquisites, allowances, and prerogatives, 
will prove welcome, as he has experienced 
some difficulty i keeping up Castle Forbes, 
his place on the Shannon, in County Long- 
ford, which comprises a deer park, rather a 
rarity for Ireland, and which ie famous for 
its woodcock and blackcock shooting. He 
has been reported engaged on several occa- 
sions to Miss Leila Paget, daughter of Sir

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DEDICATED AT BUFFALO. 


Memory of Martyr President Extolled 
in Address by Gov. Charles E. 


Hughes of New York. 


—_— 


ffato, N. Y. Sept. 5.—The monument 
see a0 by the state of New York to the 
memory of President William McKinley was 
dedicated here today. 

‘The ceremonies were civic and military in 
their character, United States regulers, New 
York state troops, and Canadian troops par- 
ticipating. Tm the military parade were two 
battalions of the Twelfth United States in- 
fantry, the Sixty-fifth and Seventy-fourth 
the New York National Guard, 
the : regiment of 
Hamilton, Ont.,, and the 
London, Ont. \ 

The principal address of the day was made 
by Gov. Charles B. Hughes, who said in part: 

‘* The memorials of a free people are erected 
to commemorate public service and the dis- 
tinction of noble character, The conqueror, 
lustful of power, and the seeker after self- 
aggrandizement are not counted: among the 
heroes of democracy. 

“ Here was marked the tragic termination 
of a great career. Here in an awful moment 
there were revealed in sudden lurid flash the 
opposing forces whose conflict is the history 
of mankind. At a time of rare prosperity. 
when American industry and commerce were 
celebrating their triumphs with every cir- 
cumstance of proud display in a city of alk 
most unprecedented progress, the powers of 
darkness moved to their attack, and in an 
infernal frenzy of hate an abject creature 
struck down the foremost and best loved of 
American citizens.

Dastardly Deed of Evil. 

“Never did evil commit more dastardly 
deed. The victim was the chosen represent- 
ative of the American people, no less repre- 
sentative in his death than in his life. The 
assassin’s blow was aimed at American 
institutions, represented fn the head of the 
nation, and McKinley fell because he was 
our president. 

“The vitality of democracy may be meas- 
ured by the generosity of its tributes to 
fidelity and its appreciation of honorable 
motive and public spirit. The people must 
have faith in themselves, and the zeal which

An Imposing Shaft. 

The monument is in the form of an obelisk 
of white marble, eighty-six feet high, and is 
situated at Niagara square, the intersection 
of Niagara and Court streets and Delaware 
avenue. The obelisk rests upon a pedestal, 
fourteen feet high, the base of which is twelve 
feet above the street level. The whole is sur- 
rounded by a tesselated promenade, embel- 
lished with ornate parapets:and balustrades 
and splashing fountains. 

On four sides of the base of the column are 
inscriptions recording briefly the services of 
WilMam McKinley to the state and to the na- 
tion. One of the panels recites that ** Will- 
iam McKinley died in Buffalo Sept. 14, 1901, 
victim of a treacherous assassin, who shot 
the president as he was extending to him the 
hand of courtesy.” 


SAYS BYRNE IS NOT SCIENTIST. 


George Shaw Cook Declares Man Al- 
leged to Have Repudiated Faiths 
Was Not Member of Church. 


C.icago, Sept. 5.—[{Editor of The Trfbune.] 
—Referring to your special telegram from 
New York, published in today’s TRIBUNE, in 
which your correspondent tells of the public 
renunciation of Christian Science by Clar- 
ence A. Byrne because he claims to have 
been repudiated by the members of one of the 
New York churches when he was serving out 
a sentence on Blackwell's island for violation 
of the penal code, I would say that while Mr. 
Byrne claims to have been a Christian Sci- 
entist for some years it does not appear that 
he was a member of any church of that de- 
nomination. _Furthermore, I am informed 
that he said and did certain things which 
would not be likely to'receive the indorse- 
ment of Christian Scientists in general. 

For tnstance, it is said that while testifying 
in court before he was sentenced, he said that 
he would as soon have a rattlesnake in his 
home as a doctor. Such a sentiment would 
indicate a perverted sense of Christian Sci- 
ence and would not meet with the approval 
of Christian Scientists as a class because 
they entertain no enmity toward physicians. 
On the contrary, they have genuine respect 
for conscientious doctors of medicine. 

Another thing which would indicate that 
Mr. Byrne has but a faulty conception of the 
teachings of Christian Science is his reported 
statement that “ Mrs, Eddy did nothing more 
than borrow from the thought of the German 
transcendentalists and incorporate their 
philosophy as her own, in her own words.” 
If Christian Science did not mean anything 
more practical to Mr. Byrne than the German 
philosophy of transcendentalism it is not 
surprising that he did not get any more sat- 
isfactory results from his study of Christian 
Science, and it is not strange that he has 
felt impelled to renounce its teaching because 
of certain real or fancied grievances which 
he claims to have against the members of a 
Christian Science church.

Slowing Up of Demand for High Priced 
_ Autos Is Noted.

. Local commission houses continue to report 
a fair volume of cash investment buying in 
emall lots. . The little capitalists who kept 
out of the speculative market and the 
investment one -when prices were high are 
for the first time in tem years profiting by 
‘the misfortunes of the rich. They bought 
last March, when prices were low, and when 
the subsequent advance occurred they re- 
frained from further buying. With the re- 
cent decline they returned and sought more 
‘bargains. Funds have been withdrawn from 
savings banks to purchase bonds and stocks 
which, by any reasonable comparison, must 
be regarded as cheap. 

This situationdfed the head of a commission 
house yesterday to say: 

* The buying of March and August hae dis- 
tributed gecurtties among a large and new 
class of investors. The purchasers, too, are 
voters, and should their investments be un- 
duly or wrongly attacked they will have some 
political influence.”’ 


Hide and Leather Profits. 

In his annual report to shareholders of the 
American Hide and Leather company, Presi- 
dent Thomas W. Hall seys, among other 
things: 

“The cash profits actually realized from 
leather delivered during. the present fiscal) 
year were greater than those of the preced- 
dng year, but as it is the practice of this com- 
pany to take the finished leather into the 
inventory at conservative market valuations 
and not to take into the accounts for the year 
profits on leather sold and undelivered, the 
result for this year has been thereby un- 
favorably affected.
